Unity 
conference does not. mean 
the surrender of one iota of the 
faith in Christ, he said.

blank. The most important changes 
in the rules are set out below. 
Of Interest to Merchants. 

Of particular interest to merchants 
and manufacturers is the decision by 
which the taxpayer may, regardless 
of his past practice, adopt the basis 
of “cost or market, whichever is low- 
er.”’ for his 1920 inventory. Which- 
ever basis is adopted must be applied 
consistently to the entire inventory. 
This rule will mean a large saving to 
merchants caught with stocks of 
goods purchased at inflated prices 
and now, owing to 
price depression, salable only at less 
than cost. # 

“Cost’’ means, in the case of the 
merchant, the invoice cost price less 
trade or other discounts, except 
strictly cash discounts approximating 
a fair rate of interest, which may be 
deducted or not at the option of the 
taxpayer providing a consistent 
course is followed. To the net invoice 
price should be added the cost of 
transportation and other charges in- 
curred in acquiring possession of the 
goods. 

In the case of the manufacturer 
“cost’’ means the cost of raw materi- 
als and supplies, expenditures for la- 
bor and indirect costs incident to 
production, including a reasonable 
proportion of management expenses, 
but not including any cost of selling 
or securing return on capital. 

‘“Market’’ means the current bid 
price prevailing at the date of the 
inventory. The burden of proof as 


‘to the correctness of the price rests 


upon the taxpayer in cach case. 

A Treasury decision gnot so wel- 
come to business interests is that 
calling attention to the opinion of the 
Attorney-General that contributions 
by corporations to the Red 
Cross and other recognized 
War organizations are not  de- 
ductible from income. Corporations 
which claimed such deductions in 
their returns for 1918 are directed to 
pay at once the additional tax due. 
with interest from the original due 
date. This order went out on Dec. 27. 


Gifts to Institations. 

Individuals are more fortunate 
than corporations in respect to gifts 
to charitable organizations. Up 
an amount not exceeding 16 per cent 
of his net income the individual may 
deduct his contributions to the Red 
Cross, the Y. M. C. A., the Associated 
Charities of a city. and like organi- 
tions. He may not deduct gifts 
made direct to needy families or in- 
dividuals. 

In connection with gifts, the de- 
partment has ruled that where the 
gift is other than mone}—bonds, for 
instance—the amount to be deduct- 
ed is the cost at the date of acqulsi- 
tion or the value as of Match 1, 1913, 
whichever is the later date, rather 
than the value at the time of the 
gift. The effect of this is to allow 
deduction for Liberty Bonds at their 
face value instead of their current 
market value.

The penalty of the export tax is condemned aimost 
unanimously, not merely as an evidence of avarice 
but as a preposterous condition. This penalty, it is 
said, was assessed at the insistence of France, which 
fears for her own commercial and industrial safet; 
in competition with a recovered Germany. Possibly 
England shares that fear in some small measure. 

In thrift and capacity for work the German people 
are acknowledged supreme, and the argument 
offered that against such qualities the ‘prosperity of 
France cannot survive. Were such argument sound, 
the only rational verdict would be that French pros- 
perity must pass out. Certainly France could not, 
“with decent. respect for the opinion of mankind,” 
ask that her prosperity be secured at the price of the 
German people's enslavement? But the truth is that 
the world is amply big enough for the genius of both 
the German and the French peoples to operate suc- 
cessfully. That truth is established by 44 rears of 
recent history, during which France labored under 
disadvantages, politi material, which no longer 
obtain. 

It should be stated, too, with all emphasis, that the @.. 
world has no quarrel with the sterling virtues of 
the German people. It was by the madness of a Ger- 
man bureaucracy that the world was assaulted, And 
that chapter of history is as closed as the reign of 
the Rameses. ‘e 

The great qualities of the German people are need- 
ed for the moral and material redemption of the 
world. It is true that the German people must expi- ; 
ate the sins of their rulers, but they cannot be made 
pariahs, they cannot be reduced to hopeless serri-
